3. One of the factors that needs to be considered here is that this 
seminar is intended to lead to a book--such as those books cited in the 
material. If I attend, I almost certainly will be identified in the book and 
linked with CIA. Beyond ali of that, however, there are questions of 
propriety and what I call an enlightened view of our long-term interests. 
Frankly, I am doubtful it is appropriate for an officer such as myself — as a 
staff employee and working in as sensitive an arena as arms control— to 
participate in a seminar on a working relationship between US policy and 
intelligence. At the same time, trying to take an enlightened view, this is a 
golden opportunity for this Agency to speak up and to ensure that a decent 
view about this issue is injected into the proceedings. In a way, I am 
flattered to be invited. In any case, my participation (o r not) really ought 
to be decided by you and other members of the leadership.
